The machinery employed and the 

remote sources of the origin of their 

materials make ttie construction of 

tea little short of marvelous. 

ire a few of the different part* 
of the world which contribute to 
their making, according to an ex 
pert : 

The vamp of a man's highgrade 
shoe is made of horsehide brought 
from Russia and tanned in New 

v with bichromate of potash. 
The top is probably made of the skin 

t's that roamed the plains of 
South America, Imported into this 
conntrj' and tanned in Philadelphia 
with gambler, which, in turn, was 
produced in the East Indies. The 
wool oil from Michigan makes it soft 
and pliable. The brilliance of the 
patent leather is obtained by polish- 
ing with a composition containing 
lampblack and turpentine, the latter 
coming from North Carolina, darner 
from New Zealand, asphalt from 
South America, wood naphtha from 
Michigan, benzoin from Sumatra, 

r from the shores of the Baltic 

-andarac from Africa, matic 
from the isles of Greece, fierna from 
Asia, and lac from Cuba. 

The outer sole is furnished from 
the back of a Texas steer, and the 
bark from Tennessee' tans it in 
Kentucky. The inner sole is made 
of the hide of California cattle. 
The lifts for heel are from (he skins 
of a buffalo that Inhabit! 
India. 

The dextrine which holds them to- 
gether comes fiom the corn fields of 
Illinois. The sole of heavy oak is 
stitched to the welt with linen thread 
spnn in Scotland. The thread is 

strengthened with wax extracted 

from the pines of North Carolina. 
The cement which holds the thread 
owes its origin to the Brazilian rub- 
be! tree sap. The leather for the 
box toe was hardened by shellac 
found In the crude state in Siam. 
The kangaroo of Australia fnr- 
hed the hide fori he tongue of the 
tnd the cork insole comes 
from the forests of Portugal. The 
bright polish of the sole is due to a 
of bayberry tallow which is 
made from the fruit of the India 
bay tree. The twill for the inside 
comes from the cotton grown in 
Texas, woven in Massachusetts, 
stiffened in Philadelphia with paste 
made from Kansas wheat flour. 
Thread spun from sea island cotton 
;.lies the top stitching. The 
felt heel pads are made from the 
»1 of Ohio sheep felted fa a Now 
Vork town, distributed In Boston, 
and glued to place with gum arabic 
from Egypt. 

The shoe lace is made from native 
cotton thread colored with log-wood 
from Yucatan. Silk from China 
supplies the fag on which the name 
of the maker 11 embroidered.

S/\N FRANCISCO. 

Eight years ago, San Francisco 
was a stricken city, ou which the 
eyes of all the world were turned in 
infinite pity. The world heard all 
the harrowing details of the havoc 
wrought by earthquake and fire, and 
it wept. Shaking its head sadly, it 
whispered with settled conclusion 
that, at least, another generation 
must pass before the city could be 
rebuilt — if, indeed.it were ever re- 
built. If San Francisco heard, she 
did not heed, but forgetting her aw- 
ful wounds, she set about at once to 
administer to her stricken people, 
aud began immediately to bring order 
out of chaos. Before the bricks 
were cold, she was on her feet to 
show the world that it had yet to 
know of what fiber her people were 
made, for in their veins ran the rich 
heritage from the men and women 
who rounded the Horn and braved 
the trackless wilderness of plain, 
mountain and desert. In the brief 
space of ihree years, from out the 
blackened and broken waste, had 
risen a new San Francisco, greater 
and grander than the old. Once 
again she " sat at the Western Gate" 
as Bret Harte wrote some score 
years ago — 

" Serene, indifferent of Fate, 
Thou aittest at the Western Gate : 

in thy height so lately won, 
Still slant the banners of the sun ; 

Thou seest white seas strike their tents 
O Warder of two continents I 

And scornful of the peace that flies 
Thy angry winds and sullen skies, 

Thou drawest all things, small and 

great, 
To thee, beside the Western Gate." 

Now San Francisco is on the eve 
of her great day. Like a happy 
debutante, she is all aflutter in 
anticipation and her preparation for 
her great presentation next year, in 
that grand Ballroom, the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition. 
There she will make her bow to a 
surprised world, which, though it 
was quick to sympathize and help 
in her adversity, had so misjudged 
her people. Market Street, graced 
by towering skyscrapers, is once 
more one of the five great hunfan 
parade grounds of the world. The 
business district, with its scattered 
oases of beautiful squares displaying 
monuments which tell most of the 
city's history, and the residence 
sections with their handsome homes, 
have settled long ago, each in its 
natural course. Rome on her seven 
hills was not built in a day, but 
one might almost say San Francisco 
on her thrice seven hills was rebuilt 
in a day. 

In the rebuilding, the people of 
San Francisco have been fully alive 
to the value of beauty as a civic 
asset. In view of the Exposition, 
they are making all the improve- 
ments for a City Beautiful that the 
present state of municipal finance 
will allow. Few large centers of 
population are better favored: than 
San Francisco with natural op- 
portunities for the construction of 
fine views of the city, and glorious 
vistas of the ocean, bay and hillside 
scenery. The U. S. Government and 
the Exposition have combined in a 
plan for a finer driveway connecting 
the Presidio and the Beach. Next 
to Golden Gate Park, the ocean 
beach, where the great Cliff House 
stands on a cliff overlooking the 
Seal Rocks, is the city's greatest re- 
creation asset. Every Sunday, it is 
the mecca of thousands. It is 
planned to enlarge the present three- 
mile driveway and to construct a 
more magnificent pedestrian's 
promenade. The estimated cost of 
the improvements is $1,000,000. 
When completed, it will easily be 
one of the finest seaside walks in the 
world. 

Another great asset which San 
Franciaco does not intend to over- 
look is Twin Peak, at the termination 
of Market Street. It will not only 
be tunnelled for convenience, but 
when the means have been acquired 
will be accommodated in every pos- 
sible way so as to rival Pike's Peak of 
Colorado. It is a point which af- 
fords such a grand panorama of the 
city, the harbor, the Golden Gate, 
and the ocean. 

San Franciaco, our Convention 
City, rightly deserves to occupy the 
center of the 1915 stage in the full 
glare of the spotlight of the world, 
aud she may rightfully claim that 
the coming great exposition will be 
in honor of her wonderful re- 
surrection, as well as the opening of 
the Panama Canal.
